The landfill site on Chandler

A pilot program for retarded 
adults has recently begun at the 
Greater Lawrence Regional 
Vocational Technical High 
School. The program is designed 
to fill the gaps in the continuing 
education of our mentally retard- 
ed citizens. These gaps occur 
because Chapter 766 funds afe no 
longer allocated after age 22 and 
an inadequate continuation of 
services for the retarded exist. 


C.L.A.S.S. (Citizen League / 
Adult Special Services) has 
begun this program, designed as 
a Day Activity Program, to serve 
10 retarded persons. The 
program emphasizes normalized 
adult living skills and in- 
dependence skills that most of us 
take for granted. The program 


provides opportunities in Daily 
Living skills, Pre-Vocational 
Skills Communication and 
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Socialization, Leisure Time Ac- 
tivities, and strives to increase 
the independence of the clients. 


This program provides the 
clients a viable alternative to in- 
Stitutionalization. In general the 
program exists so that the 
retarded persons may have the 
same opportunities that you and I 
have as adults. 


The members of CLASS have 
worked dilligently for the preser- 
vation of the basic rights of 
equality. 


The Vo-Tech has contributed to 
the efforts of CLASS by providing 
Space, services, and equipment 
for the Program Staff and

materials and a wide variety of

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Cate Welcomed Back As Volunteer 


Richard P. Cate, who has spent 
44 years in the YMCA 
‘‘business,’’ signing up 
volunteers to make his programs 
run, is about to become one 
himself. 

Cate, who officially retired 
April 1 as executive director of 
the Andover-North Andover 
YMCA, got a banquet sendoff 
from some 300 of his friends last 
Tuesday at the Greater 
Lawrence Regional Vocational 
Technical High School. Written 
on the inevitable farewell cake 
was the sign of his retirement 
avocation to come. 

“Welcome volunteer’’ it said. 

Cate’s Y career dates back to 
when he was 12 and setting up 
pins at the West Springfield Y 
where his father, Murray E. 
Cate, Sr., was director. The elder 
Cate, now 90, was right there at 
the head table Tuesday. 

Dick Cate claims he never in- 
tended to do anything but follow 
his father into the Y, and in 1933, 
fresh upon graduation from 
Springfield College, he became 
the youngest Y director in the 
world, in Westfield. It was smack 
in the middle of the Depression 
and Cate, who considered 
himself lucky to have a job, was 
paid $1,500 a year for a job it had 
formerly taken five people to do. 
So he began training the guys 
who came to the Y to serve 
themselves, and hence his 
volunteer philosophy was born. 

Cate moved on to Nashua, 


N.H., five years later as physical 
director, and combined the 
YMCA and YWCA in the modern 
‘family concept.’’ 

In 1946 he became physical 
director of the Lawrence Y, and 
began his contributions in the 
area of aquatics. It was the first 
pool he’d had to work with — only 
60 feet by 20 — but he built the 
biggest program in New 
England. He started the award- 
winning ‘‘Wahoos’’ girls swim 
team as a program for the han- 
dicapped with the Cerebral 
Palsey Association. 

Cate became executive direc- 
tor of the Andover-North An- 
dover branch 10 years ago, and 
has combined all of his concepts 
here. 

The local — a family facility — 
has the biggest program run by 
volunteers perhaps in the coun- 
try, and one of the biggest swim 
programs as well. More than 1,- 
400 people are involved in the 
organized swimming. 

In addition, over the years, 
Cate has had 23 summers of resi- 
dent camp experience — all 
levels up through director — and 
he was aquatic commissioner of 
the New England Area YMCA for 
17 years, and director of the New 
England Area YMCA Aquatic 
School at Springfield College for 
15 years. 

With his wife Patricia beside 
him, Cate last week accepted a 
plaque, a memory book, a purse 
of $1,000, and heard speaker after

New buildings or additions 
were constructed in every com- 
munity where Cate worked, 
largely because of his efforts, 
and he saw the Haverhill Street 
facility become a reality here. 
Robert Henderson, chairman of 
the current campaign for funds 
to eliminate the remaining 
mortgage on that building, was 
one of the speakers. Henderson 
also represented the board of 
directors of the parent Lawrence 
Y

Massachusetts Department of 
Food and Agriculture, shoppers 
will find green beans, carrots, 
eggplant, zucchini and yellow 
squash featured and fresh 
Strawberries are beginning to 
appear at more favorable prices. 

Native asparagus is sometime 
called ‘‘Hadley grass” to denote 
the town which is the growing 
center in western Massachusetts. 
Harvesting of the ‘‘grass”’ in the 
Bay State is usually Cale hla hand 


in the cool early morning hours. 

Fresh native asparagus will 
have closed, compact tips. A rich 
green coloring should cover most 
of the speark, and it should be 
tender almost the full length of 
the green portion. 

Store the asparagus, unwash- 
ed, in the refrigerator in the 
vegetable crisper or a plastic bag 
or container. 

A serving of four asparagus 
spears provides one thrid of the 


recommended daily allowance of 
vitamin C and just 10 calories. 

Only about 12 to 15 minutes of 
cooking time are required to 
cook asparagus, depending on the 
method of boiling or steaming 
you prefer. Just plain butter is 
sufficient dressing, though a 
Hollandaise or cheese sauce is 
very popular. 

Asparagus is also tasty in a 
quiche or omelet and is excellent 
served chilled with a vinaigrette 
dressing. 

It’s said that in 16th century 


England, 
‘‘delicious eaten raw with oil and 
vinegar.”’ For a 20th century 
adaptation, try raw asparagus 
tips with a seasoned sour cream 
or yogurt dip for an unusual hors

Old School To Be Moved 


Standing in the parking lot 
behind the Peabody Museum of 
Salem is a small clapboard 
building. It is the oldest summer 
school that exists in the United 
States. Within the next two 
weeks the little red schoolhouse 
is going to pick itself up and 
move around the corner. Nothing 
new for this historic building. It 
has moved at least three times 
before in its 100 years. That is not 
an unusual occurrence in Salem. 
Only a few years ago 2 old 
houses, about to be demolished, 
were floated across the bay to 
Manchester where today they are 
part of a charming waterfront 
development. And of course the 
Crowninshield-Bentley house 
was moved; as was Hawthorne’s 
Birthplace. Records in the 
Peabody Museum of Salem say 
that parts of the original Capt. 
Pickman house are incorporated 
in the Birthplace. Decorations 
from the Essex Street barn of 
Capt. Derby were removed to

another barn in Salem when the 
original was torn down. Salem’s 
moveable architecture means 
that fireplaces and stairways, 
murals and doorways, that have 
outlived their usefulness in one 
spot are frequently incorporated 
in a new one. Recycling is just an 
old Yankee custom. 


But the Peabody Museum ot 
Salem schoolhouse has remained 
not only intact but is used for 
classes at the Museum. Summer 
schools were a fairly new con- 
cept when the Museum opened 
one. An article in the 1878 
Harper’s Magazine says that 
both men and women attended, 
adding ‘‘Many a young lady of 
wealth and culture finds more 
happiness, not to speak of 
knowledge, in spending six weeks 
in dissecting a clam and a 
lobster’s ear than her sister is 
able to extract from a life of 
Sybaritic leasure at the sea- 
side.”’

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ditorial Comment 


A Promotion Worthy 
Of Acclaim 


Town meetings have become a problem to some com- 
munities in recent years, what with the traditional 
apathy, etc., jeopardizing quorums and the carrying out 
of the Democratic process. 

The town of Clinton, you might recall, had to draw 
lots to attend a town meeting at which President Jimmy 
Carter would preside, but for the regular town meeting 
to act on municipal programs and costs, there was hard- 
ly a voter in sight, thus postponement until a quorum 
could be obtained. 

In Andover, however, things go differently, not that 
its residents aren’t civic-minded, but sometimes a little 
promotion helps matters. 

Monday night, as things turned out, the promotion on 
the 1977 edition of the annual town meeting was 
something that would make Madison Avenue blush and 
win an Emmy hands down, if it had been planned, as 
orchestrated. 

Take, as an initial for instance, the school depart- 
ment, which has been wrestling with its budget figures 
for the past several weeks, attempting to get them in 
line with what the townspeople can pay. 

Among the items discussed at length was the expense 
budget with the full knowledge that considerable 
maintenance work is needed in the overall school plant. 

While awaiting the presentation of figures for the 
school department for the next fiscal year, voters were 
treated to the steady cadence of water dropping through 
the roof of the gymnasium. An adept custodian, attemp- 
ting to relieve the problem somewhat, placed a metal 
wastebasket to catch the drops, thus magnifying the 
noise. 

Too, there was a large amount of water coming down 
the wall in the balcony, giving further indication of need 
for repairs. 

With that kind of reminder, who could argue against 
the need for funding school projects? 

Then there was Bob McQuade, superintendent of 
public works, called upon to defend many items, among 
which was the snow removal budget. 

McQuade hardly had to be eloquent when Andover’s 
first spring annual town meeting, held on May 9, was 
slapped by a major snow storm for the first time in 


about 100 years. 

The DPW director lost out on the additional funds, 
now being subject: to the Finance Committee for extra 
money should the town face severe winter costs next 

ear. 

: But voters must have wondered aobut their actions 
when they left the meeting to see snow swirling about 
the area and accumulating well. 

The voters must also have been a little remorseful for 
questioning the manning of the forestry department 
when they awoke Tuesday morning to view downed 
trees, limbs and branches scattered about the roads and 
landscape. 

One other item of curious importance, in view of the 
scheduled discussion of the imposing of a dog leash law 
in town was the appearance of a grey cat who peram- 
bulated the auditorium and cafeteria at will. 

While there are indications that the feline is a school 
mascot, and has the run of the place, anyway, we 
wonder a bit if it wouldn’t have had a place of impor- 
tance in the canine debate. 

And, one must be wary of remarks or commitments 
when addressing town meeting, as Melvyn Miller of the 
Finance Committee must know by now. 

Miller had expounded freely on the state of taxation in 
Massachusetts and the imposing by the Commonwealth 
of programs upon cities and towns on two issues facing 
the meeting. 

The FinCom member closed his commentary by 
alluding to ‘returning from the Green Hills of New 
Hampshire when the town and state returns to sanity.” 

This preceded the defeat of an $18,000 request for fun- 
ding of the Greater Lawrence Outreach program. 

Now Miller must decide which committment to 
follow through on, his residential and business move to 
Governor Mel Thompson’s environs, or staying here 
based on ‘‘the return to sanity.” 

All of which makes town meeting the best show in 
town. 

On a serious note, we feel it laudatory that close to 700 
voters turned out on a very unseasonal, inclement Mon- 
day night to attend to the business of the annual town 
meeting.

WASHINGTON -- The Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commis- 
sion has been criticized for fail- 
ing to protect the public 
against dozens of dangerous 
products. So chairman John 
Byington has hired an adver- 
tising agency to improve the 
commission's image. 

The advertising firm, 
McDonald and Little, is draw- 
ing $358,000 from the taxpayers 
to make commercials. In 
return for this sum, the ad men 
have created a character 
called “Safety Sadie.” They 
decided the commission 
needed a symbol, like Smokey 
the Bear, to make the public 
aware of safety. 

“Safety Sadie” beganmaking 
commercials. She would smile 
prettily and deliver a little 
safety message. At least $45,000 
was spent filming the TV spots. 

Then belatedly, Byington 
decided he didn’t like the 
actress who played the part of 
“Safety Sadie.” The $45,000 
worth of commercials were 
‘thrown out. And Byington per- 
sonally directed the search for 
a new actress. He has now set-, 
‘ted on Carol Arthur, the wife 
yf comedian Dom DeLuise. 

Faulty Fuel Tanks: The 
most horrible automobile acci- 
dents have been rear-end colli- 
sions. The fuel tanks often rup-

tured, and the gas ignited. 
Then the cars would explode 
into an infernal. It has hap- 
pened to hundreds of cars that 
were struck from behind. 

Those who escaped their 
flaming automobiles suffered 
horrible burns. Many of them 
filed lawsuits against the 
automakers for installing flim- 
sy fuel tanks. 

Last year, the federal 
government finally stepped in. 
All 1977 models are supposed 
to have gas tanks that can 
withstand a 30-mile-an-hour 
impact from the rear. 

We've seen some of the test 
reports. The Ford Granada’s 
fuel tank survived the rear-end 
impact without leaking. But 
fuel gushed out of the tank 
when the car was tilted. Ford 
officials claimed the gas 
leakage was caused by a bent 
gas cap in the test car. 

The rear end of the Chevette, 
a General Motors model, was 
crushed by the 30-mile-an-hour 
impact. The gas tank was 
punctured, and the inflamma- 
ble fuel spewed out. States the 
confidential report: “The test 
was terminated in 10 minutes 
due to obvious non- 
compliance.” 

Yet both Ford and GM insist 
that the Granada and the 
Chevette passed their own 


rear-impact tests. Spokesman 
for both auto companies also 
told us that they are studying 
the government'’s test results. 

Mideast Middleman: Ad- 
nan Khashoggi is a mysterious 
international wheeler-dealer, a 
Middle Eastern middleman. 
He rides in Rolls Royces, flies 
in Lear jets and stays in the 
best hotels. He knows people in 
high places. He had a pipeline 
into the Nixon White House. 
And he is a favorite of the 
Saudi Arabian royal family. 

Khashoggi has been an inter- 
mediary for several big Ameri- 
can corporations in the Middle 
East. By his own confession, he 
stopped Northrop from paying 
a $225,000 bribe to a Saudi Ara- 
bian general by pocketing the 
payoff himself. And he once 
charged Lockheed a $106- 
million fee. 

Both the Securities and Ex- 
ctiange Commission and the 
Justice Department have been 
investigating Khashoggi for a 
long time. The investigation 
has been hampered by his 
elusiveness. He has stayed 
away from the United States 
and has refused to accept a 
subpoena. 

Here in Washington, U.S. At- 
torney Earl Silbert has con- 
sidered bringing criminal or 
contempt charges against 
Khashoggi. But Silbert has con- 
cluded that there isn’t enough 
evidence to make a case. He 
has secretly recommended, 
therefore, against an indict- 
ment. 

It isn’t a popular decision. 
Many of his subordinates are 
disappointed. But his decision 
is expected to stand. 

Dress Code: The House 
Merchant Marine and Fish- 
eries Committee has issued 
strict new guidelines on a mat- 
ter of overwhelming impor- 
tance: dress codes. President 
Carter may be able to go on TV 


wearing a sweater, but no such 
informality is tolerated in the 
marble halls of Congress. 

Apparently, some congress- 
men got upset when committee 
aides appeared at hearings 
without ties, without jackets 
and --worst of all -- with their 
sleeves rolled up. The commit- 
tee fired off a stern memo de- 
manding that all staff mem- 
bers be “properly attired” on 
Capitol Hill. According to the 
memo, “this means ties and 
jackets and, of course, no 
jeans.” 

The same committee, inci- 
dentally, just handed out a 
thick manual entitled “Staff 
Operating Procedures.” It tells 
the highly paid, highly edu- 
cated staff members how to 
answer the telephone and how 
to take messages. It even in- 
structs them how to write a let- 
ter to House Speaker Tip 
O'Neill. 

But most important of all, the 
manual warns the staff not to 
eat any food in the reception 
room. A spokesman explained 
that the committee wants its 
staff to appear “more busi- 
nesslike.” 

Auto Lobby: The automo- 
bile industry is eager to defeat 
the clean air act. So the auto 
lobbyists have carefully 
divided the country into sec- 
tions and have recruited peo- 
ple to bring pressure on their 
congressmen. 

Auto dealers have bom- 
barded their congressmen with 
letters and telegrams. Others 
have paid personal calls on 
their congressmen. The auto- 
mobile lobby flew a group of 
auto dealers from Texas to 
Washington, for example, to 
put the squeeze on Texas con- 
gressmen. 

The amount of pollution you 
breathe, in other words, may 
depend on the skill of the auto- 
mobile lobby.

Also defeated was a proposal 
to increase the staff in the 
assessors office which had been 
put off in the budget considera- 
tion. The voters followed 
FinCom recommendations and 
kept the staff at the present fun- 
ding level. 

Frederick P. Fitzgerald, who 
is chairman of the Committee 
to Improve Town Meeting, 
moved for the elimination of 
the 350 voter quorum for town 
meetings. 

Fitzgerald commented that 
town meeting interest: waxes 
and wanes with issues before it. 
That the citizenry is informed 
by an alert press and concerned 
municipal officials, thus atten- 
dance should not be dictated. 

Atty. Fredric S. O’Brien op- 
posed the elimination of the 
quorum, noting it is a safeguard 


against pressure groups con-- 


trolling the meeting. The es- 
tablishment of a quorum was a 
result of action by pressure 
groups in years past, he said. 
Former Selectman 
Greenberg said that in his six 
years on the board only one 
meeting had to be called due to 
lack of a quorum, that one last 
October. He recommended 
retention of the quorum noting 
that with the stipulation only 1.7 
per cent of the town’s 
registered voters are required 
to act on such important 


matters as zoning and bonding

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issues. He also noted the effect 
of pressure groups could have 
on a meeting with no quorum 
stipulations. 

FinCom members Mrs. R. 
Milton Cole expressed the 
board’s favor of the matter, 
noting that it was costly to call 
meetings, adjourn them for 
lack of quorum, or in delay in 
starting the sessions. She also 
said that the removal of the 
quorum could strengthen the 
meeting since voters would be 
more concerned about possible 
pressure group effect. 

Nancy Weinstein presented 
the Andover League of Women 
Voters Support for the article 
also, indicating it should be 
given a two-year trial.

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Bills Filed Aimed At Taxpayer Relief 


A ceiling on property tax levies 
and restriction of state programs 
imposing costs on cities and 
towns are features of two bills 
before the Legislature’s Local 
Affairs Committee for alle 
hearing today. 

The Massachusetts Taxpayers 
Foundation proposals (H. 2415 
and H. 2420), designed to help 
communities control their spen- 
ding, are part of a three-bill 
package aimed at providing 
property tax reductions in most 
of the state’s cities and towns. 

The Taxation Committee is 
holding a third bill (H. 2476), 
which would shift some of the 
property tax burden to a lower 
and broader sales tax. In the first 
year, all communities would 
have to deduct from their tax 
levies the new aid they receive 
under this plan. 

The levy limit, part of H. 2415, 
would put a mandatory lid on 
property tax levies only in com- 
munities with full value tax rates 
above $55. These communities 
could raise the limit only by pop- 
ular vote in a referendum. The 
limit exludes fixed charges such 


Earnings 


At Record 


Sales and earnings of Standex 
International Corporation 
(NYSE) set new third quarter 
and nine-month records in the 
periods ended March 31. 

Daniel E. Hogan, chairman 
and chief executive, forecast that 
that Standex would achieve new 
highs in both sales and earnings 
in the current fiscal year ending 
June 30. He estimated that sales 
in the full fiscal year would ex- 
ceed $200 million — for the first 
time in the company’s history — 
and that earnings would be at 
least 10% over the prior year. 

Hogan said that the company 
had “rebounded strongly’ from 
the winter, and he noted that the 
latest record results were 
achieved despite the severe 
winter problems, natural gas 
shortages, and sizeable write- 
offs associated with the termina- 
tion of a housewares facility. In 
recognition of the company’s 
“performance and_ prospects” 
and its strong balance sheet, the 


Board of Directors last week in- ° 


creased Standex’s quarterlyy 
dividend 6% to 21-1/4¢ per share 
or an annual rate of 85¢ per 
share, up from an annual rate of 
80¢ per share. Standex has raised 
its cash dividends five times in 
the last six quarters. 

In the latest nine months, 
Standex sales rose 12% to $156,- 
167,000, up from $139,851,000 the 
year before.

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Unemployment Dips Slightly 


Unemployment in 
Massachusetts declined slightly 
during March to a seasonally ad- 
justed rate of 6.7 percent of the 
civilian labor force, down from 
February’s rate of 6.8 percent, 
John D. Crosier, Director of the 
Division of Employment Security 
(DES) has announced. The com- 
parable rate for the nation was 
also down slightly from 7.5 per- 
cent in February to 7.3 percent in 
March. 


The number of Massachusetts 
residents unemployed during 
March fell below the 200,000 level 
for the first time since 
November 1974. The total of 198,- 
300 jobless individuals represents 
a 35 percent decrease from the 
304,500 unemployed one year ago. 
In addition, 20 percent fewer con- 
tinued claims for total unemploy- 
ment compensation were filed 
under the state’s regular benefit 
program and the number of con- 
tinued claims for benefits under 
the Federal and Federal-State 
extended programs has decreas- 
ed by fifty percent since March 
1976. 

Total employment in 
Massachusetts increased during 
March by 15,200 to a level of 2,- 
498,200. This is the highest March 
level recorded. 


The State wage and salary non- 
agricultural employment series, 


has been revised from a 1975 to a 
1976 benchmark. The 1976 non- 
agricultural employment es- 
timates were based on a monthly 
sample of employing es- 
tablishments in the Com- 
monwealth. When all employers 
subject to the Massachusetts 
Employment Security Law have 
filed their employment and wage 
reports for 1976, the non- 
agricultural payroll estimates 
developed by the sample are 
revised (benchmarked) to reflect 
this more complete count of jobs 
in the state. 

The 1976 benchmark series 
reveals that the number of non- 
agricultural jobs in the state has 
increased by 58,100 from March 
1976 to March 1977. Approximate- 
ly one-third of the increase was 
in the manufacturing sector and 
two-thirds in nonmanufacturing. 
Most of the improvement in 
manufacturing was in durable 
goods. Led by strong advances in 
transportation equipment, in- 
struments, and nonelectrical 
machinery, seven of nine durable 
goods industries registered job 
gains. The performance in the 
nondurable goods division was 
one of stability mixed with slight 
increases except for the leather 
industry which declined. The 
gain in the nonmanufacturing 


sector was provided by the 
state’s two largest industries, 
wholesale and retail trade and 
services. They accounted for a 
combined employment gain of 
39,000 jobs over the year. 

There was an increase of 10,200 


‘eee over the February 1977 
evel. All nonmanufacturing in- 
dustries, with the exception of 
state and local government, im- 
proved for a total increase of 9,- 
100 jobs. The manufacturing sec- 
tor showed a small improvement 
with gains slightly offsetting 
losses for an increase of 1,100 
jobs. 

During March, unemployment 


decreased in six of the state’s 35 — 


eight major metropolitan areas; 
Worcester area unemployment 
increased slightly and 
Springfield, Chicopee, Holyoke 
remained stable. The New Bed- 
ford labor area unemployment 
rate of 9.8 percent was the 
highest while the Worcester 
labor area was the lowest with 
6.4 percent.

in attempting to get the funds 
restored. Maguire said the 
state has agreed that mistakes 
were made and that it now 
appeared some recovery will be 
made in the local funding. 

Wesson said that he felt the 
FinCom working with the 
manager, selectmen and school 
committee had presented the 
voters with an adequate picture 
of the town’s economic condi- 
tion, adding that following the 
recommendations of the 
FinCom would result in a tax 
rate of possibly $58 — $5 more 
than the current rate. 

Chairman Susan Poore of the 
selectmen explained that An- 
dover’s tax rate has risen only 
slightly in recent years in com- 
parison with other com- 
munities. She also noted that 
costs had increased only five 
per cent in recent years, com- 
pared to a 46 per cent increase 
in the cost of living. 

The first budget item to be 
debated at length concerned the 
Council on Aging, where a re- 
quest was made for a mini-bus 
and provision for a driver. 


FinCom_ had recommended a 
budget of $19,430 for the depart- 
ment cutting out the bus and 
driver provisions. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin and Mrs. Doris Hudgins 
of the Andover Haven explained 
the need for providing 
assistance and transportation 
for Andover’s senior citizens 
and the voters approved a 
budget of $27,830. 

The Recreation Community 
schools department suffered a 
loss to the FinCom when their 
requests for an operating 
budget was clipped from $117,- 
577 to $105,877. 

Douglas Mitchell of the 
Recreation Community Schools 
Committee requested the 
higher figure explaining that 
the department wanted to in- 
itiate such programs aS a pre- 
school playground program and 
ABLE, the former Deer Jump 
summer program. 

Mitchell explained that much 
of the programming is reim- 
bursed to the town through fees 
from those participating. He 
noted that $55,000 will be

1. The basic requirement 
for roses is well-drained 
soil. Be sure the site 
receives full or partial 
sunlight.

Is A Family Affair 


Statistics from the U.S. 
Census indicate that one out 
of every three homes will be 
fixed up, built on, replaced 
or remodeled within this 
year or next. 

And, while some 
homeowners will be seeking 
out the services of trade 
professionals, others will be 
doing portions of the work 
and sometimes even com- 
plete home improvement 
projects themselves. 

Called ‘*do-it- 
yourselfers,”’ this latter 
group includes men, women 
and children. They, and 
millions like them, repre- 
sent a swelling legion who 
spend billions each year on

Corp., a manufacturer and 
distributor of wood and gyp- 
sum building products for 
the home.

In one way, this do-it- 
yourself group is like the 
Archie Bunker Show on 
national television — they 
work together to keep labor 
costs ‘‘All in the Family.” 

The family affair usually 
starts when the wife is the 
first to notice that a home 
improvement project needs 
to be done. The husband and 
wife then confer and agree 
on the interior wallcovering 
choice; and if the choice is a 
decorative prefinished wall 
paneling, they both are 
usually instrumental in its 
final selection and purchase. 

The children, in most 
cases, may become involved 
by being present at the local 
retail building supplies out- 
let when the purchase is 
made, and helping dad carry 
out the materials. They may 
also help with portions of the 
installation during later 
stages of the project.

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Hot Weather Color ? 


These Flowers Can 


Take The Heat 


Garden flowers vary all 
over the lot in their ability to 
bloom despite prolonged hot 
weather. Much depends on: 

Age and Maturity of 
Plants — if they are mature, 
flowering heavily, and set- 
ting seed when hot weather 
sets in, plants may cease 
flowering or perish under 
the stress of seed formation. 
Removing spent blossoms 
helps prolong flowering. 

Size and Inherent Vigor of 
Plants — small or delicate 
plants lack the food reserve 
and extensive root system 
needed to sustain them 
through energy-sapping 
weather. 

Resistance to Foliage and 
Root Diseases — mildew 
and certain blossom blights 
can damage leaves and 
flowers during humid 
weather. Root diseases can 
be minimized by not grow- 
ing the same kinds in beds in 
successive years. 

Relative Humidity of the 
Air — however intolerable 
muggy weather may seem 
to humans, humidity acts as 
a brake on air temperature 
which might otherwise soar 
beyond the 100 degree F. 
mark. 

Soil Temperature — in- 
sulating mulches, the cool- 
ing effect of surface 
evaporation, and afternoon 
shade can add weeks to the 
life of flowers in extremely 
warm climates. 

Watering Practices — 
flowering plants will last for 
weeks longer if they have a 
deep, strong root system. 
Frequent, shallow watering 
brings roots near the sur- 
face and makes plants 
vulnerable to hot weather 
damage. Deep watering by 
flowing a hose for 30 
minutes to one hour per 
location is preferable. 

For a number of years, the 
National Garden Bureau has 
taken notes on the heat 
resistance of flowers in 
every corner of the USA and 
offers the following lists of 
proven performers. 

Extremely Heat Resistant 
Flowers Amaranthus, es- 
pecially A. tricolor, 
“‘Joseph’s Coat’’; Canna, a 
perennial that can be grown 
from seeds. Crape 
Myrtlette, Creeping Zinnia, 
Sanvitalia procumbens, 
Four O’Clock, Gloriosa 
Daisy and other species and 
hybrids of Rudbeckia, 
Hibiscus (Mallow), 
Madagascar Periwinkle 
(Catharanthus rosea or 
“Vinca rosea’’), Morning 


Good Source 
For Large 
Containers 

Need large containers for 
planting flowers and 
vegetables? See your local 
delicatessen, advises the 
National Garden Bureau. 
They often have surplus 4- 
gallon plastic pickle buckets 
which are a good size for 
growing plants. Or, pick up 
inexpensive plastic buckets 
at your local paint store. 
Remember, drill several '- 
inch holes in the bottom of 
containers for drainage. 
Plastic buckets can .be spray 
painted with a color of your 
choice

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Don’t Despair, Repair! 


If someone left a wet glass 
on your beautiful walnut 
coffee table, leaving an un- 
sightly white ring mark, or, 
if Junior scratched your 
treasured oak chest, don’t 
despair. Accidents can and 
do happen. As the saying 
goes, it doesn’t do anyy good 
to ‘‘ery over spilt milk,’ or 
any other spill for that 
matter. 

One of the great advan- 
tages of furniture made of 
hardwood is that it can be 
repaired. And, if the damage 
is slight, chances are you 
can do it yourself. 

Take that white ring mark 
on the walnut coffee table, it 
can be made to vanish like 
magic with little more than 
a flick of the wrist. Dip a 
soft, clean cloth in mineral 
spirits. Wring it out until it 
is damp, not wet. Then fold 
it into a pad about the size of 
the palm of your hand. 
Working with the grain of 
the wood, rub the ring until 
it disappears.

Fountain Of 
For Seeds? 


Until recently, home gar- 
deners could do little to 
prolong the life of leftover 
garden seeds except to 
follow the ancient practice 
of storing in a cool, dry area. 
Consequently, the vigor and 
longevity of leftover seeds 
often dropped abruptly. 
Some seeds such as the 
naturally short-lived onion, 
parsnip, delphinium and 
larkspur were hardly worth 
planting after a few months 
of home storage. 


Seeds technologists have 
long known that heat and 
humidity are injurious to 
seeds and can shorten their 
life span. For decades seed 
producers have been gently 
drying bulk seeds and seal- 
ing them in moisture vapor 
proof containers. Commer- 
cial seed storage areas are 
air conditioned to keep them 
cool and dry. With such 
precautions, seed vigor can 
be prolonged for three to 
five years (However, most 
seed is sold within 18 months 
after harvest). 


One of the nation’s leading 
specialists in seed storage, 
Dr. James Harrington of 
University of California, 
Davis, was asked by the 
National Garden Bureau to 
develop an inexpensive 
method of storing leftover 
garden seed. He proposed a 
simple approach that would 
dry seeds while keeping 
them cool. Powdered dried 
milk is used as the dryer or 
‘‘desiccant.’’ Here are Dr. 
Harrington's recommen- 
dations: 


1. Unfold and lay out a 
stack of four facial tissues. 

2. Place two heaping 
tablespoons powdered milk 
on one corner. The milk 
must be from a freshly open- 
ed pouch or box to guarantee 
dryness. 
3. Fold and roll the facial 
tissue to make a small 
pouch. Secure with tape or a 
rubber band. The tissue will 
prevent the milk from sif- 
ting out and will prevent 
seed packets from touching

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"Double Your Bush 
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By Robert Sanders 

The traditional method of 
growing beans calls for a 15- 
18 in. space between rows. 
All this space isn’t 
necessary and, in fact, is a 
disadvantage. Over a foot of 
bare ground between rows is 
not only nonproductive, but 
also doesn’t stay bare very 
long. Unless a mulch is add- 
ed between rows, weeds will 
quickly invade the unplanted 
space and steal valuable 
nutrients and moisture from 
nearby beans. 

Broad-band or wide-row 
planting can increase yield 
by 100 percent and simplify 
harvesting. Instead of wide- 
ly spaced rows, it employs a 
long band of rather closely 
spaced seeds; here’s how it 
works. 

Let’s assume you set aside 
a 2% ft. by 24 ft. space for 
bush beans. With a normal 
planting of three rows, one 
row would extend down the 
middle and two down the 
sides — leaving 18 in. 
between rows. With a bean 
plant every 6 in., you would 
have a total of 147 plants in 
the three rows. However, 
when you plant in broad 
bands, the same space can 
accommodate six rows, 294 
plants in all. Given adequate 
plant nutrients and water, 
double the plants means 
double the yield potential. 

With this method, con- 
sider the entire 21 ft. bed 
width your ’row.’ Planting is 
the same. Sow a bean seed 
every 2-3 inches across the 
2¥%2 ft. space; move down 6 
in. and plant another short 
row. Later thin each short 
row to allow 6 in. between 
plants. 

Some gardeners initially 

space the large seeds every 
6 in. to eliminate the thin- 
‘ning step. I’ve found that 
this isn’t a good idea with 
beans because, under gar- 
den conditions, only about 
three out of four seeds will 
sprout. Except under ideal 
conditions, enough seed 
mysteriously disappears to 
make thicker sowing the 
safer bet. 

Bean foliage eventually 
shades the ground, but 
weeds and grass will still 
sprout without a mulch. 
Once good growth is un- 
derway, I mulch between 
plants to a depth of 4 in. of 
straw, hay, or dried grass 
clippings. This heavy mulch 
not only maintains moisture 
but also eliminates the need 
for root-damaging and time- 
consuming cultivation. 

Although bush beans do 
not require super-fertile 
soil, increase the amount of 
garden fertilizer about 10 
percent with this method to 
meet the needs of the extra 
plants. During the growing 
season, I feed plants with 
‘manure tea’ — a shovelful 
of dehydrated or fresh

manure to a bucket of 
water, with a little fish 
emulsion added. 

Harvesting is simplicity 
itself — much easier than 
walking back and forth 
between rows. As the 21, ft. 
width of the planted area is 
roughly an arms’ length, you 
can harvest the entire crop 
by just moving down one 
side and reaching in. Access
